TBS CHINESE 
QUESTION. 


In common with most others oast of the 


Rocky Mountains we have been opposed to 
the passage of what is known ns tho Chi. 
nese bill. There are reasons why this bil 
should not bocome a law, such as do iiol 
touch tho question of tho desirability o; 
thnt class of foreigners among us. That is 
a grave question indeed, when wo consider 
all 
its possibilities 
nnd 
it 
is quite 


probable thnt in a proper form nnd spiri 
action should sometime bo taken guarding 
against threatened evils. Senator Blniuo it 
his letter just published justifying bis vote, 
makes somo strong points, ns witness tho

which they livo in San Francisco would pro- 
duoo, in the abscnco of its climatio advan- 
tages, destructive pestilences.

Chinese quarter in Boston, with forty thou- 
sand Mongolians 
located somewhere be- 


tween the south end and tho north end of 
tho oity nnd separating tho two, would 
give Mr. Garrison some new views as to tho 
power and right of a cation to exclude 
moral and physical pestilence from its bor- 
ders.

Irishmen, Scotchmen, French- 
men, Germans, and Scandinavians must bo 
put on tho samo footing aa tho Chinese 
coolies, ho confounds all distinctions, and, 
of course,withoat intending it, libels almost 
tho entire whito population whoso blood is 
inherited from tho races ho oamoB.
